Pablo Matisse, one of my absolute favorite current 
bands from Sweden. Their debut LP ’’Rise” is a 
brilliant piece of work from start to finish. Taking 
inspiration from both Minor Threat and 
Husker Du and Quicksand, they have a sound as 
crazy as their band name suggests. Crazy good that 
is. Made up of lovely people whom I consider old 
friends I don't see at all enough, I hope they will get 
the recognition they truly deserve. Interview was 
done with Per Stalberg over the phone on March 
20th 2019. Since this interview they have recorded a 
new album that he’s talking about. We actually talked 
much longer than what I chose to include here. Partly 
because I kind of strayed from asking stuff about 
Pablo and focus went over more on Per as a person. 
Its good stuff, so maybe, maybe I can publish that in 
a future issue. 


Q- I was thinking we should take it from the 
beginning. How did the band start? 


P- Well, before Pablo... me, Samuel and Mikael 
tried to get a band going. Things went really 
slow, we practiced a couple of times. But then 
I made a demo on my own, of that song Hold Us 
Down. I sent it to the others and said, this 
is how were gonna sound. And they were 
thrilled. We needed a guitar player so I just 
sent that demo to Ian as well, and thats where 
it started. We started practicing and things 
were happening fast after that. We wrote a 
couple of songs in a week or two, did a first 
show and then recorded the first EP in a 
couple of hours. Daniel Johansson (who went by 
the nickname Supergrass, when he played guitar 
for Shelter. Ray Cappo thought he looked like 
the members of that band, /editors note) mixed 
the whole thing. I think we all met over a 
couple of beers before this, just talking and 
making plans. But it was all really simple. 

Not a lot of thought put into it, just that we 
wanted to play some great punk tunes. 

Q- So punk rock was the plan? 

P- Well, rather more hardcore I would say... To 
me, maybe not musically trying to sound like 
any special band, but the mindset... The energy 
and then playing live you know. With me just 
singing. That it would be like Youth Of Today, 
but with old dudes. And just keep that energy 
that makes hardcore so special.Then we talked 
a lot about... Like with YOT, its mostly me 
who's into that kind of thing. But we all have 
common stuff, like Husker Du and other early 
stuff like Minor Threat and all that. But also 
a lot of 90s stuff like Quicksand and Dinosaur 
Jr. So its a wide range you know... But to me, 
this is definitely a hardcore band. And I 
guess that goes for all of us. But my initial 
thought with the band was hardcore.

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Q- Yeah, I haven’t heard anyone say it, but I suppose there are people who think 
like, what is this? Is this really hardcore? If you know what I mean. Cause you 
have a really diverse and unique sound, but at the same time I can easily hear 
that you've listened to bands like Black Flag and Minor Threat. And you also have 
that Quicksand groove... 

P- Yeah, I agree. To me, were just as much hardcore as Refused were in the 90s. 
They actually played metal, but there was always a dose of hardcore in it as well 
you know. And I still today think that Husker Du is a hardcore band. Younger 
people may not agree with me on that, but to me that is hardcore. And what always 
permeates when it comes to hardcore for me is the energy, the sheer energy... The 
movement of air for a brief moment. I mean, you were there...When we grew up. We saw 
Earth Crisis tour with Shift. Or 4 Walls Falling playing together with Sense 
Field. And they were all hardcore bands. Even though Sense Field records sounded 
nothing like how you imagine hardcore music, but there at the show... It was 
hardcore. 

Q- Absolutely. 

P- And its like, all of us in Pablo grew up with hardcore, but in very different 
ways. Ian is a first generation hardcore kid. And they weren't as stuck in it... Or 
how to put it. They weren't as informed and there was no scene around, in the 
early 80s in Sweden. And then, when you and me grew up, we built a scene and it 
was great times you know. And then Samuel and Mikael got into it right around the 
time that scene ended. There wasn't much left when they took over. But we all love 
it and we all understand what its about. And I think it kind of makes us unique. 
And it what makes this band really fun to do. That we all both have common grounds 
but also very diverse musical backgrounds. 

Q- Yeah, I think that contributes to the fact that Pablo is such a special band. 
And also, that you let yourself be that diverse. 

P- Yeah! And the thing is, I always wanted to push the limits. With all the bands 
I did. To me, Division of Laura Lee is a hardcore band. Not that anyone would 
agree with me, but... 

Q- Something that has struck me about Pablo, when I listen to the music and read 
the lyrics, and when seeing the music video you made... It seems to me its a lot 
about roots, or your origins. Is that important to you? For you as a person or as 
a band. 

P- Yes. I think its important for all of us. It definitely permeates the lyrics, 
who we are and where we are from. Its a lot easier to straight these things out 
for myself when Im 44, rather than 24 when you hadn't landed yet. And maybe I 
still haven't.. But I feel like I'm a bit closer at least. So yeah, the lyrics is 
a lot about growing up in Vanersborg. And I guess many of my lyrics in the past 
have been as well, but this is another take on it.. And I wouldn’t say they're a 
tribute to that town, but we were all born there and we have that in common you 

know.. So it was really easy. And its not just about V&nersborg, but origins 

overall... like growing up in hardcore and what not. But I mean, we are a Gothenburg 
band you know, nothing else. So origins... I don't know what to say. But its always 
been important for me to have honest lyrics about my reality. And Im getting 

closer the more older I get I think. So thats a good thing. 
























































































Q- So, talking about the lyrics.. I guess 
Breaking Point is about Tuomas Siirila? 

P- Yes it is. I wrote it very shortly 
after I found out he had died, like the 
day after. And its really just a tribute 
to a good friend, my closest friend. The 
two of us were like one for so many years, 
and then suddenly he was gone. I wanted to 
write it in a very straight and direct 
style, no difficult words. And it sounds 
really twisted, but I enjoyed writing it 
so much. It was like someone was helping 
me write it and it went really fast. When 
I showed it to my wife and some others, 
they broke down and that was not my 
intention for it. I just wanted to say 
that we will never forget you. And I don't 
know if he reads lyrics of a punk band 
from Gothenburg, from where he is now... But 
if he does, I think he would enjoy it. 

Q- Definitely. 

P- It was necessary. I needed to write it 
and it was fun to write it in such a 
direct style. I never could do that for my 

other bands. But here and now it works 
perfects. 

Q- Wasting Light, what is that song about? 

P- Its inspired 
by two 
different 
conversations 
I had. The 
first half from 
one with Kalle 
from Terra and 
second half 
from a talk 
with David from 
Division of 
Laura Lee. And 
Kalle said now 
that he's 
turning 30, he 
feels like its 
over for him. 

Theres no point 
in trying 
anymore and that 
he blew the 
chance. And 
Davids thoughts 
kind of went in 
the same 

direction. Like, 
were getting 
older and maybe 
its time to try 
something else 
musically or just 
quit. Grow up or 
mature or 

whatever... And this 
is my protest song 
against this way 
of thinking. Or 
really just 
questioning myself, 
like am I wasting 
my time for some 
sort of ego boost 
or do I continue 
this thing cause 
its something I 
just have to do? Is 
there something 
more- And the 
conclusion is I will 
never quit, no 
matter of age or 
whats cool for the 
moment or whatever. 

Q- Startracks. How did that happen? As far 
as I know, none of your previous bands 
have worked with him before. And its only 
now, the last couple of years that the 
label is way more active again. 

P- Yeah, I knew he was going to start 
working more with the label. But you’re 
right, none of us has worked with hime 
before, even though I think discussions 
took place and its been close at some 
point that a co-op happened. I ordered 
records from him when it was Chickenbrain 
and I was like 14 years old. And then we 
ran into each other during the mid 90s 
when he was doing more hardcore stuff with 
Startracks. Like he did a lot of great 
things for many Swedish bands, even though 
maybe it was just one band that was like 
real hardcore. So in those years we built 
some kind of relation to each other. And 
then when we started doing Pablo, it was 
pretty clear to me at least that Fredrik 
would get it before anyone else. We hung 
out on Way Out West some years ago and 
then we sent the demo to him. A week after 
that he said lets release this, we should 
do something together. And that was that. 


And its been working great, he’s really 
cool. 

Q- So what would you say is the difference 
between being on Startracks and releasing 
records on a more standard or traditional 
hardcore label? 

P- Im not sure, I mean it was a long time 
ago since I released records on a 
traditional hardcore label. But it was 
very scene related and based on 
friendship, with getting shows through 
other bands. But, Startracks is also very 
DIY. I mean, he's doing everything 
himself. And musically, like he really 
have an understanding and knows all about 
that. The differences I would say are the 
way he works towards media, like pushing 
| it way more than a hardcore label usually 
do. And that he’s pushing us, like calling 
and yelling how were lazy, hahaha.. Saying 
we need to do more stuff, like a video and 
what not... That never happened with the 
hardcore labels I worked with. It was more 
just pressing a record and hoping it would 
get cool and sought after ten years later, 
you know. It was more like just a friend 


summer and a new album will be released 
later this fall. Thats the plan. 

Q- How high do you prioritize Pablo? Are 
you all on the same level when it comes to 
this band? Im asking cause you all have 
other projects going. 

P- Its pretty high I would say. We have 
other stuff that we cant ignore of course, 
like regular jobs and such... When it comes 
to bands, I have Division of Laura Lee, 
who’s also working in a new record and in 
a way goes before Pablo... But if you see to 
how much were practicing and doing stuff, 
Pablo is definitely the most relevant band 
for all of us. I mean, we have written 15 
new songs since january. Theres a strong 
work ethic and will to do stuff with this 
band, like it always are with new bands 
you know. And we want to get out do more 
shows, and hopefully we can do a tour in 
Europe during the fall. 

Q- Ok, so you wanna do more stuff abroad? 
Cause it feels like its been most focus on 
Sweden? 


releasing your record, I guess thats how

Q- So, hows the record going? Is a label 
like Startracks and a band like Pablo 
Matisse able to sell physical records 
today or do you rely on streaming? 

P- Yeah, we sold out of all the records at 
this point. Im not sure how many that was, 
probably 4-500 copies. And we have some 
plays on Spotify and such, even though its 
not a huge thing there you know. But I 
think we kind of have sneaked our way into 
peoples mind in a cool way. I mean, were 
just getting started. Were working on new 
stuff already. 

Q- So what can we expect from Pablo in the 
near future? 

P- We just finished 15 songs for a new 
album and decided that we are done. So we 
have booked studio time and will start 
recording in like a month. Hopefully a 
single will be out already during the 


P- Yeah, we have played shows throughout 
Sweden, but also Oslo, Norway twice... But 
thats it. And theres definitely room to 
play more shows in Sweden. And we have 
talked to some booking agency in Norway, 
so we'll keep on doing that. But we need 
to go further. The record has been 
reviewed quite a bit in German media, so 
we gotta work on that- But for us, we feel 
like we need to find another band that we 
can do stuff together with.

Record reviews in fanzines are for the most part boring as fuck, its not like people send me stuff for a review and why should I 
sit and review stuff I bought just for the sake of having reviews. However, even before I decided to do this fanzine I had some 
vague vision of writing about records I think deserves more attention and/or records that never got released on vinyl. Not that I 
am anti CD or anything, but come on, vinyl is the ultimate format for hardcore nerds like you and me. So yeah, this is me 
ranting about stuff you should like. Get used to it. 
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I these two would be at the top of my list of stuff to release. 

Frost ”1 din bleka skugga” 

Frost plays (or played, I don't think they're around anymore, sadly enough) excellent Swedish style hardcore punk, by some labeled trallpunk. A label I 
personally hate, since it sounds retarded and also cause many place it on bands like Asta Kask and Strebers. Those bands might have inspired the so called 
trallpunk bands, but they were around way before that term was even coined. The trallpunk genre and a lot of those bands.are doing very good in Sweden at 
the moment, after having been out in the cold pretty much since the 90s. Frost seem to remain way underrated and unknown even, though they feature 
Magnus Hornell, who handled the drums on the classic Asta Kask records from the 80s. Frost is also heavily influenced in the their sound by Asta Kask. The 
songwriting and musicianship is flawless and I can by no means understand why not more people talk about this band. They released two albums and two eps, 
which none of them got released on vinyl. This 4song ep is my favorite by them, containing three dark, raging hardcore songs with both melody and crushing 
riffs, and a slower ballad-ish one. Just like Cosa Nostra (another amazing Skaraborg hardcore band, related to both Asta Kask and Frost), they seemed to have 
some obsessive thought to include at least one of these on every record, unfortunately not to their advantage if you ask me. All the Frost records can be found 
on Spotify and Youtube, so you can check it out. Some wonderful human being should however see to it that these end up on a nice analog edition. 


7 Seconds ’’Good to go” 

I don't have evidence based on 
scientific investigation that this 
album is not popular amongst 7 
Seconds fans. Its just a feeling I 
get.

Every cool punk fanzine from Sweden in the 90s had a section called Latsnack. The fanzine editor made a mixtape of various 
bands/sub-genres (but no info regarding any tracks) and sent out to a couple of scene personalities, who in turn got to guess band/ 
song and commenting whatever they come to think of when hearing the song. I always loved this feature in old zines and always 
wanted to do a Latsnack (translates directly to "song talk”) but it never happened in my old efforts. So when I had decided on doinq 
this one of the first things a set out to include was a Latsnack. I haven't seen one in english as far as I can remember. I chose three 
Swedish fanzine gurus for this issues panel. Staffan Snitting most famous work is Law & Order Fanzine. Also sang for Correction 
Fredrik Kullman have done amazing zines like Promenade and Normal Man. Used to front Formogenhet. Andreas Hedberg is the 
man behind Doomsday Mag. He also screams in Strul. I think it turned out great. Staffan were most on point. Fredrik had no clue

Staffan - The best thing about this song is the intro, which doesn't give away what style is coming after it. I could have 
just as easily guessed it would be a slightly harder Oi band, or some modern day version of Boston hardcore. I am 
pretty sure this is Swedish, based on style and pronunciation, but I can't pinpoint the band. Pretty solid d-beat track - 
especially the intro.
